Becond face, and the second face being translucent, characterized in that, the first and 
the second face are formed by vertical slats, while to each of said slats it applies that it 
transmits substantially no light far a first portion of the relevant slat, said first portion 
forming part of the first face, and partially transmits light for a second portion of the 
relevant slat, said second portion forming part of the second face wherein the first fecc 
transmits substantially no light and the second JEacc subdues the incident light in such 
a manner that a person present at hie workplace in an inner spaoe provided with the 
window decoration can, still look outside through the second face.
